and purpoſe, and therefore 
the operation in them is not 
the ſame, but quite contra- 


nd ry. Nothiug in this world 


is perfect, therefore there is 

both good and evill, a right

T2 next Age is vulgarly called 
Man-hood, and that may be 
ſomewhat like deſtroying ot the 
wicked after our dangerous paſlage 
into Canaan, for the heart of man is 
deſperately wicked from his youth: 
Now ſearch for wiſdome, now is the 
corrupted earth fit for fruit; here is 
requircd prudence and truc humili- 
ty: it. we ſleep in pride and ſelt- 
opinion, the deſiroyer ſowes his 
tares: the heait ot man is like a 
fruitfull ground, that muſt be la- 
boured, weeded and ſown with good 
ſeed, elſe briars and thorns will toon 
ſpring up and cover it. To a right 
ordering of our ſelves in this condi- 
tion, what great occaſion have we 
of right ruled reaſon, and true cele- 
ſtiall wildome, which makes ſo wile 
to ſalvation, that it raiſeth a man far 
above all gerreſtriall and diabolicall 
attempts fo that they cannot hurt or 
violate . The minde is the moſt 
excellent part of a man,prudenceand 
humility is an eſpeciall guide to it; 
by the mindeare actions tried, as we 
there telliſn, ſo are our attempts, how 
needfull then is the guide ot perfe& 
reaſon ; it is the hand that guides the 
minde, to promote and allow thoſe 
things only which ate honeſt, good 
and profitable, and abhor and avoid 
the contrary : it is the ſight of the 
Lord unto us, whereby we may diſ- 
cern good and evill, it's that which 
names us men, and only maks us dif- 
fer from the beaſts. Our good is 
ſaid ro be conſummate, if we have 
fulfilled that to which we were 
born, which is true reaſon, ſufficient 
not only to fore ſee, but to execute 
anaction.

their Title meerly to the Font, Education or Countrey; their 
primitive principles much ſatisfying their proceeding devo- 
tions; whereas Grace and reaſon beſt confirms Chriſtianity z by 
which we are taught not to hate, but pity thoſe of carnall and cor- 
rupted belief, heartily endeavouring their. better reformation and 
infiruion. Chriſtianity being largely ſprcad, and divided, and ma- 
ny proteſlors fallen from the native bꝛauty, and true beliet thereof; 
wheretore we mult be very wary to preſerve and practiſe it in the 
primitive integrity, which our Saviour and his Apoſtles taught, 
the holy Fathers and Martyrs have confirmed, and take heed we 
imitate not the ancient Pagans, contemning a pure truth for « poor 
profeſſion: I doe not herein diſſwade from a juſt and pious refor- 
mation, well knowing, it's better to avoid then detain a corrupted 
principle, in which (the humble and ſincere heart ) the Almighty 
ideth and will deliver from thoſe evils and corruptions, which 
{I tear) in ſome ſoit poſſeſſe both retormations and reformers, ei- 
cher rom too much ſelf · inclination or advantage: therefore I take 
na unfitly warned from violence or warre, onely tor Religion or 
bbeliais\for whatſoever one hath framed or beleeved, another may 
lkewile. frame and belecve: therefore. herefies will ariſe, ſo we 
reade, but not that they will be quite aboliſhed : there are ſchiſmes 
and diviſions in all Religions, but a wary combatant may lye un- 
vulnerable under the true buckler of faith: where reaſon cannot, 
faith muſt lead the way, which is not only above, but ſometimes 
inſt it alſo: how neceſſary then is the contemplation of the at- 
tributes of the Almighty, his wiſdome,eternity,mercy,&c. which 
never admits us to be alone or ſolitary; which is a {weet compa- 
nion, a conſtant reſt, repoſe and comfort.

when otherwiſe, it is a miracle; for nature is (as it were) the Art 
of God. The ablolute and incomprehenſible providence of the Al- 
mighty, is the diſpoſing of all things, that appoints our heirs, and 
doth the works faſly aſctibed to Fortune. 

Bleſſed are thole praying conqueſts of the objecting doubts in 
Divinity: the devil will never end thoſe diſputes while we are in his 
Principality : bur while we build up our reaſon, he endeavoureth to 
pull down our faith: There are ſeverall ſorts of hainous blaſj 
mies, but an Atheiſt playes at all, and at once denies there is a God. 
I beleeve there is many an accepted faith, which cannot endure fire 
and faggot, and know not but Countries and particu ur petſons too 
may have their tutelar and protectiag Angels: nor that the Saints 
departed may not know the paſſages ot their friends on earth, for 
that it is ſaid, at the converſion. off a finner the Angels of Heaven 
rejoyce ; for being that man is not only in the bulk and lump of 
the creatures, but lives the lite of plants, animals and ſpirits, it is a

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mighty priviledge and favour from our Creatour, and may tea 
hicroglig-hyck of ſupernatural knowledge. The miſtery of the 
Creation 15 vetygtcat, but more particularly ot man: at the bare 
wordthe creatures were made of nothing, but man was fiiſt made 
of earth, and atterwatd the Image of his Maker by more ſacted in-
